Hornet Favors Tuition 


There are two schools of thought on the issue of tuition, what 
makes it good or bad depends upon your philosophy of education, 

Chances are if you live in the academic community your con- 
ceptions of the educational system will be toward the philosophy 
of free education for all. If your sympathies lie outside the academic 
community, you perhaps feel the students have a financial responsi- 
bility for their education, 

The State Hornet feels the position it will take on tuition will 
be unpopular in this academic community, but feels the urgency of 
the problem should be analysed from two sides: tradition and freedom 
from political interference versus financial responsibility, 

Debate will surely pursue no matter what stand is taken. The 
nature of this stand is to show that the complete attitude in this 
academic community is not anti-tuition, that there are students 
who feel quality education can still continue if they participate in 
the financial burden of education in which they partake. 

Student body officials proclaim that quality education rests 
with the tax structure and it is the duty and has been the tradition 
to support a free higher education system in California, But how 
dees this lead to quality education? Is quality dependent upon fi- 
nances? If so, who dictates quality, policy and procedures? 

Higher education in California is not forced upon anyone, so 





how can we assume that without it, a person is virtually lost in this’ 


modern technical world, What certain educators and administrators 
are trying to tell the students is that education will make you all 
equal, that higher education provides a person with the opportunity 
to become equal in finding jobs and maintaining jobs, What they neglect 
to inform you about is who is to suffer from the financial burden, 
is it the person paying and not receiving any goods or is it the person 
paying and receiving the goods’ How does political interference play 
in responsibility and perhaps a chance for students to have an official 
say in policies and and procedures that govern their own tuition? 

If you say that college students don’t have the earning power 
to pay for their expenses, how can you expect persons who don’t have 
a college education or the equivalent to shoulder a responsibility 
with which they don’t have the earning power to continue the acceler- 
ating quality demands profounded by the academicians” 

The Hornet favors the idea of student responsibility and feels 
that tuition is not the evil that student body officers of this and other 
institutions of ‘free public higher education” in California profess, 

In future editions of the Hornet, a further analysis will attempt 
to answer some of the auestions that inevitably will arise,

Students, Educators Set 
Saturday Capitol March 


Educators, students and others opposed to Governor Ronald 
Reagan’s education proposals will march on the Capitol tomorrow, 
but the chief executive will not be available to meet with them. 

Reagan will be in Oregon 
making a Lincoln Day speech. 

In his recent announcement 
of the march Marshall Axelrod, 
president of the California Fed- 
eration of Teachers, called upon 
students and teachers alike to 
“resist Governor Ronald Rea- 
gan’s attack on public education’ 
by participating in the march, 

According to Axelrod “‘thou- 
sands of professors, junior col- 
iege instructors, public school 
teachers and students’’ from all 
over the state will demonstrate 
opposition to Reagan’s “scanda- 
lous treatment of educators and 
students.’’ The public has also 
been invited to participate, he 
said, 

“Cutting back instead of in- 
creasing the education budget, 
imposing tuition on college and 
university students and abrupt 
firing of University President

Students Protest Tuition Plans 
At Mass Capitol Demonstration 


About 2500 University of California students marched on the Capito! yesterday and Governor 
Reagan came out to tell them he was “‘a little shocked” over some reports on his higher education 


proposals,

“We are faced with a very serious temporary problem,” Reagan said of the state’s financial 
condition, As for those who believe the governor holds “‘a more devious plan’’ for higher education, 


Reagan said: ‘‘They are lying,’’ 


Reagan had scheduled a half 
hour meeting with campus lead- 
ers in his office to “discuss in 
2 business like manner the mis- 
under standings that seem to have 
arisen among the students.’’ 

However, Reagan unexpec- 
tedly interrupted speeches by 
students and faculty on the Capi- 
tol’s west steps, where the gov- 
ernor was inaugurated a month 
ago, The students were protes- 
ting his plans for tuition and to 


cut back higher education spend- 
ing. 

Reagan walked onto the plat- 
form as one speaker said, ‘‘We 
are here to plead for friend- 
ship and understanding . .. 
instead of hostility and sus- 
picion,”’ 

As Reagan spoke, Democratic 
Assembly Speaker Jesse M, Un- 
ruh (D-Inglewood) joined the 
speakers on the platform, Ear- 
lier the marchers walked through

Sacramento streets to the Capi- 
tol. 

Students announced before the 
march the formation of a new 
organization to provide com- 
munication between students, 
legislators, the state administra- 
tion and the people of California, 
It will be called the California 
Federation of Students, 

‘‘Our gathering here today is 
an immediate and perhaps dra- 
matic method of focusing pub- 
lic attention on our sincere in- 
terest in sitting down and ra- 
tionally discussing the present 
crisis in higher education,’”’ said 
Jay Jeffcoat, president of the As- 
sociated Students of the Univer - 
sity of California at Santa Bara- 
bara, 

At a recent press conference 
in Los Angeles, Jeffcoat contend- 
ed that ‘‘only the dire threat to the 
great educational enterprise we 
are a part of could have divert- 
ed us or can divert us from the 
classroom and the performance 
of our normal duties, But how 
else can we show our concern, 
and if we fail to act, who will? 
. . . Students are bewildered and

REAGAN ’S BUDGET ALLOTS INCREASE 


to have a 1970-71 enrollment of 
18,347 students. 

Outlay funds are tabbed for 
the purchase of equipment for 
remodeling the music-speech 
building, remodeling of the 
science building, physical educa- 
tion classroom locker facility, 
construction of a teacher educa- 
tion building, expansion of the 
campus boiler plant and air con- 
ditioning of Douglass Hall and 
the education buildings. 

The largest single allocation 


Sacramento , State’s capital 
outlay budget, unlike most items 
in the Reagan budget proposed 
last week, registered a substan- 
tial rise from fiscal 1966-67, 

In his budget message Gov- 
ernor Reagan proposed an al- 
location of $8,904,300 for SSC, 
whereas $5,765,292 was budgeted 
for the College last year. 

Most of this amount is spec- 
ified for remodeling, construc- 
tion and equipment of buildings 
on the campus which is expected 


$3,775,000 — will go for resi- 
dence hall work. 

Reagan’s budget proposes 
$1,860,000 for construction on 
the teacher education building 


to provide a 1,109-st). ent cap- 
acity for instru » div- 
ision of teacher education and 
department of foreign . iguages. 


First phase construction to 
remodel the music-speech build- 
ing received an allocation of 
$500,000, 

Site development for utilities 


on the campus received a $900, - 
000 appropriation, with another 
$300,000 earmarked for boiler 
plant utilities construction to ex- 
pand the original plant and utility 
tunnel. 

The sum of $325,090 has been 
set aside for work on the third 
phase of a four-phase equipment 
project for the science building. 
More than $350,000 is budgeted 
for other campus site develep- 
ment 

Other projects included in the 


capital outlay supplement: 

Remodeling and equipment for 
existing science building, $18,- 
000. 

Locker facility equipment for 
a physical education classroom, 
$19,000. 

Second phase of a music- 
speech building remodeling, 
$20,000 for working drawings. 

Working drawings for a 1,232- 
student capacity psychology 
building, $78,000.

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VIEWS ON TUITION 


In ali the sound and fury of 
the budget discussion of recent 
days, this administration has 
been portrayed as an opponent of 
educational ideas engaged in total 
warfare against the academic 
community — sole defender of 
cultural and intellectual pro- 
gress. I think it’s time to put 
the entire picture in focus and 
reestablish a sensible and real- 
istic perspective. 

Students and parents of stu- 
dents have been unnecessarily 
disturbed and even frightened 
by precipitate and unwarranted 
freeze on applications. This ac- 
tion, I might add, was taken by 
the University without consult- 
ing the Board of Regents. I have 
called this action unwarranted 
and I believe it is completely so. 

As plainly as we can we have 
told the citizens of this state the 
nature and size of our financial 
problem, We are trving through 
ecomonies of roughly 10 percent 
to effect savings somewhat in 
excess of $200 million, and we'll 
strive for more. But even so a 
part of the time deficit will have 
to be made up from new revenues. 
At the same time we must provide 
a margin for a new, broader- 
based tax to relieve the over- 
burdened property taxpayer, 
principally the home owner. 

Every segment of government 
must share in the economies 
first, as every citizen must share 
in the increased taxes. Education 
and welfare total 80 percent or 
more of the general fund spend- 
ing. There is no way we could 
exempt them from the belt tight- 
ening that is necessary. If we 
did, we'd have to eliminate all 
the other government services 
to arrive at any meaningful re- 
duction. 

So there is the problem... 
we just simply have a shortage

California’s public education 
system,” he declared, ‘‘unless 
we demonstrate that we simply 
will not tolerate such acts of 
treason against the youth of our 
State.’’ 

Axelrod was joined in the 
announcement by John Sperling, 
president of CFT’s college arm, 
the State College Council of the 
American Federation of Teach- 
ers, 

Sperling said that the CFT 
is “mounting all its resources’ 
to get a massive turnout for the 
Sacramento March. 

AFT presidents at each col- 
lege campus have arranged for 
charter busses and are serving 
as coordinators of local march 
preparations, Busses will set 
out from all over the state and 
converge on Sacramento, where 
professors will don academic 
robes for the march, 

Senators James Mills, D-San 
Diego, and Mervyn Dymally, D- 
Los Angeles, will speak at a 
Capitol rally after the March, 
Other speakers will be Sperling 
and Axelrod, 
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of dollars, It is hard to believe 
there is no leeway for cost cut- 
ting in the University program. 
Right at the moment I’m tempted 
to suggest 2 cut in the Univer- 
sity’s approximately $700,000-a- 
year public relations budget since 
it would seem a good share of it 
is being spent publicizing me. 

But let me make it plain; I 
don’t pretend the economics will 
be easy for any of us. Some 
will — we will find unneeded fat 
that can be whittled away with- 
out scratching a single muscle 
fibre, but like any family faced 
with this problem, we will all 
have to give up some things 
we would like. This is a tempor- 
ary thing. If professors take wn 
an added work load, this isn’t 
a permanent change in policy. I 
share their hopes for continued 
progress in educational stan- 
dards and achievement, but I 
ask them now to share in the 
burden with the rest of us until 
we can put our house in order. 

This brings me to the furor 
over our suggestion that among 
the several possibilfties for 
minimizing the effect of budget 
costs is tuition. 

This suggestion resulted in 
the almost hysterical charge that 
this would deny educational op- 
portunities to those of the most 
moderate means, This is ob- 
viously untrue for two reasons: 

— First, we made it plain 
that tuition must be accompanied 
by adequate loans to be paid back 
after graducation and that schol- 
arships should be available to 
provide that no deserving stu- 
dents be denied educations due 
to lack of funds. 

More important is the false 
impression given that enrollment 
in the University is now in some 
way determined on the basis of 
ability to pay. This is no‘ true, 


Lyn Nofziger, Reagan’s press 
secretary, Said there would be no 
representative available to meet 
with the group when the march 
concludes on the Capitol’s west 
Steps about noon, Reagan, 
earlier, told the teachers’ group 
he had committed himself to the 
Oregon speech and asked them 
to change plans, 

Herbert A. Perry, SSC profes 
sor of economics, has estimated 
that at least 5,000teachers would 
participate in the march.

On this principle 88 percent 
of the high school graduates can- 
not go the the University regard- 
less of their finances or their 
desires, 

Let me read from the text of 
a letter sent to one of our news- 
papers by three economics pro- 
fessors at UCLA: 

‘*At present, every student, 
regardless of whether he or his 
parents are rich or poor, is 
given a subsidized scholarship 
of about $2,000 a year (actually, 
our figures show it is about 
$3,000), The wealthy benefit from 
this bonanza at the expense of the 
poor. Seventy-two percent of the 
18-vear-olds from families with 
income over $14,000 are in col- 
leges but only 12 percent from 
families with less than $2,000 
annual income. Yet, the taxes 
for financing the bonanza bear 
more heavily on the poor than 
on the rich,’’ 

Incidentally, the full text of 
that letter also is attached. 

Now, let me summarize. 

The problem, briefly is fin- 
ances. We face a major deficit 
and we must find a way to elim- 
inate it. 

The answer lies with all ofus. 
There are no exceptions. 

I believe the education sector 
of our government can and must 
help in this. Indeed, it has a re- 
sponsibility to help. 

As far as we are concerned 
we do not intend to contime car- 
rying on this discussion as some 
sort of contest in the press. 

We now look forward to meet - 
ing with the Regents, the Trustees 
and the administrators in an at- 
mosphere of mutual respect, good 
will, and understanding to find 
the best answer for all the people 
of California,

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Division-Department System Now Obsolete 
With Inception of Academic Re-organization 


The Division-department sys- 
tem or academic organization 
which has been used at SSC 
since its founding has been re- 
placed by a new system which 
will consist of six schools and 
two divisions, 

Until this semester, the col- 
lege was organized into seven 
major parts consisting of the 
Divisions of Business Adminis- 
tration; Engineering; Health, 
Physical Education and Recrea- 
tion; Humanities and Fine Arts; 
Science and Mathematics; Social 
Sciences and Teacher Education. 
With the inception of the new 
program the various departments 
will be reorganized into School 
of Arts and Sciences; Education; 
Business Administration; Engin- 
eering; Social Work and Gradu- 
ate Studies. In addition to these 
there will be a Division of Health, 
Physical Education and Recrea- 
tion and a Division of Nursing. 

When asked why the program 
had been adopted, Stephen L. 
Walker, academic vice presi- 
dent replied, ‘‘When a college 
reaches a certain point in its 
growth, it needs a more mature 
academic plan. When SSC was 
founded most of the power was 
centralized, As the campus grew 
a more decentralized system be- 
came necessary. In the new sys- 
tem each school is autonomous.”’ 

According to Walker, the ori- 
ginal decision to reorganize was 
made about two years ago, Since 
then the problem has been studied 
by several committees and re-; 
commendations were made. The 
final proposal was adopted by 
the College Council and the 
faculty about one year ago. 

The new plan, which will bein 


full swing by July of 1967, calls 
for a dean to head each school 
and a chairman for each divi- 
sion, Four committees are pre- 
sently at work screening possible 
candidates for the offices of Dean 
of Education, Dean of Arts and 
Sciences, and Dean of Engineer- 
ing. There will be another com- 
mittee chosen soon to choose the 
Chairman for the Division of 
Nursing. According to Walker, 
the positions will be filled by 
both SSC faculty members and 
off-campus eligibles. 


Walker explained thatalthough 
ly more than the old program, 
the reorganization will cost 
slightly more than the old pro- 
gram, some of the department

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Average Teachers’ Pay Now $8,582, 
CTA Statewide Survey Discloses 


BURLINGAME — The aver- 
age annual saiary paid elemen- 
tary, secondary and junior college 
teachers in California jumped 5,4 
per cent this year to $8,582, the 
Sharpest one-year increase in 
nine years, 

A survey of 99 per cent of 
the state’s teachers, conducted 
by the Research Department of 
the California Teachers Associ- 
ation (CTA), also disclosed that: 

The average salary paid the 
State’s elementary school teach- 
ers this year is $8,107, compared 
to $7,704 in 1965-66, 

The average salary paid the 
Sstate’s high school teachers this 
year is $8,962, compared to $8,- 


539 in 1965-66, 

The average salary paid the 
Sstate’s junior college teachers 
this year is $10,619, compared 
to $10,044 last year. 

The CTA survey showed the 
annual average salary for teach- 
ers at the elementary level ranged 
from a high of $10,607 in the 
Emery Unified School District 
(Alameda County) to a low of 
$5,333 in the Bella Vista Ele- 
mentary School District (Shasta 
County.)

discouraged, A great system of 
higher education is disorgan- 
ized,” 

Jeffcoat cited the specific pur - 
poses of the march as first, to 
support ‘‘the freedom from poli- 
tical interference in affairs of 
the University of California,’’ 
and secondly to meet with lead- 
ers of the executive and legis- 
lative branches of State govern- 
ment, 

Walking five abreast, neatly 
dressed young men and women 
were lead in the march by grad- 
uate students, carrying a banner 
reading ‘‘Keep Politics Out of 
Higher Education,”’ 

Sacramento police blocked off 
traffic as the students walked 
eight blocks from Southside Park 
to the Capitol. Many of the young 
men wore coats and ties, 

A few hecklers watched the 40 
minute march in the cold, damp 
Sacramento weather, One man 
held up a hastily lettered sign, 
“Draft College Students,’’ A few 
state workers on coffee breaks 
applauded the marchers, 

The marchers were orderly 
and filed into a semi-circle in 
front of the Capitol steps to hear 
speakers and look ata scroll with 
28 questions prepared for 
Reagan, One of the questions 
read: 

“Is the State of California 
wealthy enough, in the long run, 
to afford the best state univer- 
sity in the country?’’ 

The student march idea ori- 
ginated with a student group at 
the University of California at 
Santa Barbara, Tomorrow a pro- 
test march by teachers is also 
planned, Leaders of yesterday’s 
march stated that they hoped no 
one would interpret their march 
as ‘‘opposed to or conflicting 
with’? tomorrow’s event. 

According to a statement of 
the marchers, ‘‘Student demon- 
strations, such as a march to 
Sacramento, should not be in- 
terpreted as a re-run of the 
Berkeley disorders of the past, 
The great majority of universi- 
ty and state college students

bers will discuss the feasibility 
of a new 15 member body which 
would consist of one student 
elected from the college at large 
to serve as chairman, one fac- 
ulty representative, one admin- 
istrative representative, and one 
representative from each school. 
Amendment of the present rules 
for selection of representatives 
will also be taken up. 

In addition to this basic 
change, there will also be a 
redefinition of the duties of the 
vice-president. He will be chair- 
man of the executive council, 
he will supervise the executive 
boards, the office of treasurer 
will be eliminated and the vice 
president will become the chief 
student financial officer, he will 
be student association manager, 
and he will prepare the annual 
AS budget proposal. 

Further bills which may be 
discussed if time permits in- 


clude one which will establish 
a College Union C -mmittee to 
work in conjunction with the 
President of the college and any 
committee which he might desig- 
nate to develop plans for the pro- 
grams and facilities to be con- 
tained in a College Union Campus 
Center. 

Another proposed bill will am- 
plify the requirements an organ- 
ization must meet to obtain of- 
ficial recognition, one will define 
the duties of the Executive Board 
for Publications, and a third 
which establishes limits on the 
authority of disciplinary action 
placed on violators of campus 
rules may also come under dis- 
cussion. 

The final decision on the board 
reorganization will be left to the 
voters in an election which will 
be held within the next 30 days. 
The board meeting will be open 
to the public.

Well, things are back to normal, 

School is back in session 

Cassius Clay played around with Ernie Terrell for 15 rounds. 

And last, but far from least, SSC’s varsity basketball team is 
still sputtering along—trying to gain a little momentum, 

The Hornets are now 3-2 going into tonight’s return match with 
Sonoma State’s Cossacks down in Rohnert Park (wherever that is), 


EVEN 

During the time since the HORNET last published, the Green 
and Gold have broken even in the Far Western Conference cage wars, 
winning a pair and losing as many, Ev Shelton’s five is tied with Cal 
State of Hayward for the number three spot in the FWC, 

Just before dead week, the Hornets went dead and had the rather 
dubious distinction of being the first FWC team to ever lose a basketball 
game to Sonoma, falling 69-66, 

Then, as an encore the next night, the SSC five tried its hand at 
theatrics—requiring a pair of free throws by Greg Reed in the first 
overtime to edge Humboldt's faltering Lumberjacks, 84-82, 


WAITING 

But, of course, everyone was, at that point, “just wait’’-ing 
for the time the big Norm Siefkin, a 6-8 transfer from Utah State, 
would become eligible, 

Siefkin, a former-prep star at Sacramento's Encina High School 
where he played with the likes of prep All-American Jim Eakins of 
Brigham Young University and John Goodman, Arizona’s fine quar- 
terback, was hailed by most observers as the savior of SSC basketball 
this year. His eligibility was anticipated with much the same expect- 
ancy as the second coming of Christ. 

And Siefkin IS good, very good. In fact, with another year 
of eligibility left, Shelton, who will retire after next year, can probably 
look forward to a highly successful final year of college coaching, 


21 PTS 

In SSC’s 9981 pasting of Chico State a week ago, Siefkin scored 
21 points and grabbed 15 rebounds (not bad for a debut), 

But it looks like everyone who was “just wait’-ing for the 
coming of Norm forgot to figure on a few things, 

First of all, even though Siefkin has been working cut with the 
Hornets every day, he is still not in as good a condition as he might 
be, This is no fault of his, But the game situation is very different 
from practice sessions, 

During the game, there’s no slow-down while Shelton explains 
plays, aS during practice. So no matter how hard an athlete trains 
during practice sessions, it takes a certain amount of time under 
the faster game conditions to put him in peak shape, 


CONDITIONING 
Siefkin has not yet reached his peak conditioning, as evidenced 
by his performance against the Cal Aggies the night after the Chico 
contest. In his second game in as many nights, the lack of conditioning 
took its toll as Siefkin managed only 10 points and the Hornets lost 
98-52, Of course, there were other factors involvedin the loss besides 
Siefkin’s physical condition, but his drop in scoring still tells a good 
Share of the story. 
And again, it’s no fault of his, Conditioning just takes time, 
Another thing which most of the “just-wait’” ers overlooked 
- was the question of just how much one man can do, 


NO MIRACLE WORKER 

Siefkin is good, but he’s no miracle worker, 

While Norm appears to be a polished ball player, many of the 
other Hornets do not, 

SSC does a very poor job of ball handling, Turnovers killed the 
Hornets against the Aggies, and could have cost the Green and Gold 
the Chico ball game had it not been for the fact that the Hornets out- 
rebounded the shorter Wildcats 48-18, and five SSC players scored 
in double figures, 

This poor ball handling could be due to the fact that most of 
the players are young, and somewhat inexperienced, Right now, the 

‘Hornets have a starting line-up which includes three sophomores, 
one junior, and one senior, 


NO EXCUSE 

But even this lack of experience does not excuse ail of the ball 
handling problems because some of the players seem to lack a 
knowledge of the fundamentals of the game—something they should 
have been taught in high school, 

We wonder how many of the players can dribble the ball without 
looking at it in a tight situation; how many have been taught to fake 
without faking themselves out of position; know how to drive for the 
bucket but at the same time to be able to pass off to a teammate if 

“the defense sags in to block the way? Evidently, not many, Or if they 
do know, they don’t apply it, 


MAY BE BEST : 
So Norm Siefkin, despite the fact that he just might be the best 
_ ballplayer in the history of Sacramentu State, just can’t be expected 
to do it all by himself, 
There are four other guys on the floor, too, 
“Just wait” until THEY come around, 








Sacramento State College's 
freshman basketball team com- 
pleted the Semester break with 
3 wins and 2 loss*s to bring 
their season record to 9-7, 

Coach Jack Heron’s squad was 
beaten in their most recent en- 
counter, last Saturday night, by 
the UCD frosh 66-62 in Davis, 
Neall Humphrey and Tom Wood 
combined for 45 points in the 
losing effort with the former hit- 
ting 24 and the latter 21, 

VICTORIOUS 

The previous night the Hor- 
net yearlings were victorious 
in the SSC gym against 2 tough 
Chico team 62-56, Larry Hubbard 
tallied 21 points for the win- 
ners, 

Sierra and Yuba colleges were 
Wasp victims on successive 
nights in January, Led by Wood

Over the past two weeks, Don 
Cumley’s Hornets won two of 
three matches, including one 
league victory for a 2-2 FWC 
mark, 

The big win came last Satur- 
day at Chico, where the Hornets 
upset defending FWC champion 
Chico State 23-21. The SSC points 
came on pins by Maurice Elliott 
in the 130 pound class; Bob Roche 
in the 167 class; Jack McDonald 
in the 177 class; Tom Parker in 
the heavyweight class; and a de- 
cision by Bot Baird in the 191 
class.

Peace Corps Training 


(Editor’s Note: Ed and Judy 
Griggs vegan their Peace Corps 
training a few months after grad- 
uating in the spring of 1965 from 
Sacramento State College. They 
have been stationed since J anu- 
ary, 1966, as a ‘‘community de- 
velopment” team in a small town 
(population 2,000) in Sierra 
Leone, West Africa. Inthe follow- 
ing article, Judy (Ed was too busy 
readving four A.I,D, schools for 
September classes) writes of the 
challenges they have faced in a 
prototype program for com- 
munity development projects in 
African countries, While at Sac- 
ramento State, Ed was President 
of the Rangers Club in the Park 
Management Curriculum. Judy 
was graduated with honors.) 


KAMABAI, Sierra Leone — 
In theory community development 
work is helping the people to 
help themselves. The past months 
here have in many ways been very 
difficult. The theories of com- 
munity development are often 
hard, if not impossible, to apply. 

Although the government and 
educated Sierra “eoneans want 
schools, bridges, roads and soon, 
the average villager does not 
always see the project inthe same 
perspective, and they are the ones 
who have to do the work. Conse- 
quently, cooperation on ‘‘self- 
help’ projects, such as Ed’s 
school, is often very low. 

This has been very discour- 
aging to us at times. We were 
not prepared for the little inter- 
est displayed when it comes to 
the hard day-to-day work. The 
chief here in Kamabai ‘‘orders’’ 
the men to come to work, but 
often they do not come because 
his influence is diminishing. Al- 
though he still does have tradi- 
tional tribal powers, he is caught 
in the transition from the tradi- 
tional authority to control by the 
new government officers. 

Ed currently is involved in 
building four A.I.D, classrooms 
in Kamabai and has supervised 
the repair of the village water 
system. 

Every vear there isa shortage 
of rice, the staple food crop, and 
people are often hungry during the 
months just preceding the new 
harvest. 

Food is still a major problem 
here, Ed has begun several rice 
demonstration projects with 
farmers, introducing new vari- 
eties of rice which will increase 
the yield as much as 100 percent, 
thus doubling the harvest. This 
year is atest, but if the demon- 
stations go well, then next year 


the new varieties will be intro- 
duced on a large scale. 

The introduction of fertil- 
izers, vegetable gardens, and 
irrigation in the dry season are 
other measures introduced to 
help the farmer. 

I have aided women in the 
village in forming a wornen’s 
organization ‘wher? we are learn- 
ing about health, sanitation, nu- 
trition and child care. We also 
are beginning sewing classes and 
handwork. 

With the help of the head mea 
and ‘‘mammy quieens"’ (head wo- 
men) we have begun a program 
entirely new to Sierra Leone. 
Under the auspices of CARE we 
are feeding the pre-school child- 
ren (aged 1 to 5 years) a hot 
meal and milk every day. i am 
fading out of the program now, 
and it is being operated entirely 
by the villagers. 

I have begun a pre-primary 
schoo! for fou--to-five-year- 
olds, patterned after Head Start 
in the United States. Ed helped 
me to make things suchas blocks, 
counters, puzzies and lorries 
(cars) out of native materials. We 
have school in a small mud and 
thatch structure in front of our 
house for two hours aday— which 
is enough. I have fifteen children 
for three months and then will 
take another fifieen. The language 
barrier is really not too greatas 
the small childrencatch on quick- 
ly. 

Together, Ed and I also tiave 
some projects, We have been 
trekking by foot to a small vil- 
lage (100 people) three miles 
away once a week where I hold 
health classes, and Ed is helping 
them to build latrines. We also 
have been tutoring twelve school 
boys for their secondary exams 
(equivalent to American high 
school) and were happy when all 
but one passed. 

We are planning adult literacy 
school classes for the near 
future, The local school teachers 
have agreed to teach, and we will 
help only where needed. Our 
chief, who does not speak very 
much English or read and write, 
has asked us to teach him pri- 
vately, as he wants especially 
to be able to read and write his 
name. 

The physical aspects of our 
life here are not as difficult as 
we had imagined. We have avery 
small but adequate house, eat 
well, have good health, and suffer 
few physical hardships. I am used 
to boiling all of our wat , cooking 
by kerosene, baking in a mud 
oven, reading by lantern, washing

The people are extremely 
friendly and have welcomed us 
openly. We find our work here 
frustrating at times, things move 
slowiy, but we also find it very 
rewarding and enjoyable.

Students Want 
Rest Home To 
Curb Suicides 


LONDON, England (CPS) -- 
Students at Cambridge University 
have proposed the establishment 
of a rest home where they can 
go to get away from the stresses 
of university life. 

The suggestion is part of a 
major mental health campaign 
launched at the British university 
following two student suicides in 
the first weeks of the autumn 
term. 

The suicide problem seems 
endemic to higher education, A 
Canadian psychiatrist said re- 
cently that the suicide rate among 
university students is more than 
twice as high as that among non~ 
Students of the same age. 

Dr, C. J. Schwartz, a pro- 
fessor at the University of British 
Columbia, estimated that twenty- 
six out of every 100,000 univer- 
sity and college students try to 
kil] themselves each year. In a 
similar age group of the general 
population, the rate is eleven out 
of 100,000, he said. 

A recent article in a U, S, 
magazine, Moderator, added to 
the grim statistics predicting 
that from ten to twenty out of 
every 100,000 college students ,. 
will succeed at suicide this year.
